Jo’clock’ in the evening, and asked whether 


it was true that the merchants did not 
come back with any money. . He said he 
tlid not know. So Shing then turned to 
him and asked him hew’ the money was 
drawn, He said he did “not know what 
che meant, So Shing Jeft the “kiteben 
and returned and told prisoner’ that the 
old man, Worg Pui, was asleep, “He 
went out again, ard on. hiz return he had 
an axe in his hand, and Asked him if he 
thought it would kill anyone. - He re- 
plied that. it would, whereupon Shing 
went, out yet another time and return- 
Shing went to the 
front’ of the shop and when he returned 
with thy chopper in his hand. he said 
“JT haye killed the old man.” . He (pri- 
gouer) then went to look at’ the body, 
which he found in the accountant’s room. 
When he asked So Shing what was the 
reason for killing bim, ithe latter did not 
reply.
